8. (previously presented); A calibration standard for a fluorescent polynucleotide 
separation apparatus, the standard comprising: at least four polynucleotides each having a 
different known length and each being labeled with a different fluorescent dye having a 
distinctive spectral projSle having a peak, wherein the lengths of the at least four polynucleotides 
differ from one another such that, upon electrophoretic separation, the peak of the spectral profile 
of any one of the dyes does not significantly overlap the peak of the spectral profile of any of the 
other dyes. 

9. (currently amended): The calibration standard of claim 8, wherein the fluorescent dye 
labeled at least four polynucleotides in the standard are separated by at least 10 bases in length.

19. (previously presented): The calibration standard of claim 8, wherein the length of 
each of the at least four polynucleotides is in the range of from about 10 to about 1500 bases. 
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20. (previously presented): The calibration standard of claim 8, wherein the length of 
each of the at least four polynucleotides is in the range of from about 10 to about 1000 bases. 

21. (previously presented): The calibration standard of claim 8, wherein the length of 
each of the at least four polynucleotides is in the range of from about 20 to about 500 bHS6s. 
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
